Park  Avenue  Synagogue  has  received  a 
stirring  and  exciting  gift  by  a  member  of 
the  congregation  who  prefers  to  remain 
anonymous.  He  is  a  noted  collector,  a 
world  famous  expert  on  pre-Rembrandt 
Dutch  art.  Drawings  and  paintings  from 
his  collection  are  currently  on  exhibit  at 
the  Fogg  Museum  at  Harvard  University 
and  will  soon  be  shown  at  the  J.  Paul  Getty 
Museum  in  Los  Angeles  and  the  Montreal 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts. 

He  has  presented  to  his  synagogue  a 
painting  by  Jan  Pynas  entitled,  “The 
Meeting  of  Abraham  and  Melchizedek.” 
This  meeting  is  referred  to  in  Genesis  14: 
18-20.  Abraham  had  just  defeated,  in 
battle,  the  confederacy  of  five  kings  who 
had  taken  Lot,  Abraham’s  nephew,  captive. 
Upon  Abraham’s  return,  he  is  greeted  by 
the  King  of  Sodom.  “And  Melchizedek, 
King  of  Sodom,  brought  out  bread  and 
wine;  he  was  a  priest  of  God  Most  High. 
He  blessed  him,  saying,  ‘Blessed  be  Abram 
of  God  Most  High,  Creator  of  heaven  and 
earth.  And  Blessed  be  God  Most  High  who 
has  delivered  your  foes  into  your  hand’.” 

The  painting  is  dated  1625-1630. 

Jan  Pynas  and  his  brother  Jacob  were 
born  in  Amsterdam  and  were  among  that 
group  of  Dutch  artists  whose  subjects 
and  compositions  pointed  the  way  to 
Rembrandt.  They  threw  off  the  formulas 
of  mannerism  and  aimed  at  direct  and 
dramatic  expression  of  incidents  in  the 
Bible  and  mythology.  Jan  Pynas  worked 
in  Venice  in  the  early  1600s  where  he 
absorbed  the  influence  of  Tintoretto  and 
the  German  born  painter,  Adam  Elsheimer. 
The  painting,  “The  Meeting  of  Abraham 
and  Melchizedek,”  is  notable  for  both  the 
delicacy  and  brilliance  of  the  painting  of 
the  figures  and  the  fine  rendering  of  the 
landscape  setting. 

The  congregation  is  greatly  indebted 
to  the  generous  donor  of  this  magnificent 
gift  which  will  be  hung  in  the  new  building. 
It  will  join  other  paintings,  sculptures  and 
works  of  art  given  to  the  congregation  by 
its  members.

Seder  Melodies 
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April  Awakening 

The  poet  Goethe  once  told  the  story  of 
several  blind  beggars  who  stood  in  a  line 
in  Rome.  An  onlooker  saw  that  people 
passed  by  each  of  the  beggars  but,  when 
coming  to  the  very  last  one,  they  always 
seemed  to  give  him  their  coins.  Wondering 
what  was  so  special  about  the  last  beggar 
in  the  row,  the  poet  went  to  see  the  signs 
the  beggars  were  wearing.  On  one  beggar, 
the  sign  read:  “Give  to  the  Poor”  on  an¬ 
other  it  read:  “Alms,  Alms”.  But  the  sign 
of  the  last  beggar  said  it  best:  “It  is  April, 
and  I  am  blind”. 

It  is  April  and,  as  the  world  awakens, 
how  profound  the  experience  of  nature  is. 
Plow  tragic  to  be  blind  and  unable  to  see 
what  is  taking  place.  And  though  this  is 
true  in  the  natural  world,  it  is  true  also 
for  Jews. 

April  is  the  month  of  Passover,  marking 
the  liberation  of  our  people  from  bondage 
in  ancient  times.  Passover  is  a  beacon  to  a 
world  in  need  of  liberation.  As  the  sun 
begins  to  awaken  the  seemingly  dead  trees 
of  winter,  so  does  the  Jewish  people  feel 
the  rebirth  of  its  own  life,  and  the  need 
to  warm  the  sometimes  dormant  passions 
of  the  human  soul  for  freedom,  which 
need  to  be  revived  again  and  again. 

But  April  contains  other  events  in  the 
Jewish  calendar  which  ought  to  be  square¬ 
ly  in  front  of  our  eyes.  April  thirteenth  is 
Yom  Hashoah.  That  is  the  day  we  have 
introduced  into  the  Jewish  calendar  to 
remember  the  Holocaust.  And  April 
twenty-first  is  Israel  Independence  Day. 
These  two  days  point  out  unforgettable 
events  in  modern  Jewish  life.  The  Holo¬ 
caust  was  our  Winter,  and  the  rebirth  of 
Israel  is  our  Spring.  Both  days  should  be 
the  focus  of  our  attention  this  month. 

April  is  all  around  us,  with  its  signifi¬ 
cant  days  as  well  as  its  fragrant  smells. 


Who  could  miss  a  moment  of  it?  Who 
with  the  ability  to  see  could  let  his  eyes 
be  shut?

Come  and  Study 
“Ethics  Of  The  Fathers” 

With  Rabbi  Wechsler 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  April  12,  Jews 
throughout  the  world  will  begin  the  study 
of  Pirkei  Avot,  “The  Ethics  of  the  Fathers”. 
It  is  a  tradition  to  study  this  famous  trea¬ 
tise  on  ethical  ideas  during  the  six  Sab¬ 
baths  following  Pesah  so  that  Jews  will  be 
prepared  for  Shavuot,  the  holiday  which 
celebrates  the  receiving  of  the  Torah.  So 
popular  was  the  study  of  “Perek”,  as  it  has 
become  known,  that  Jews  continue  to 
read  it  weekly  throughout  the  summer 
until  Rosh  Hashannah. 

You  are  invited  to  come  to  study  with 
Rabbi  Wechsler  every  Saturday  afternoon 
at  5  P.M.,  from  April  12  until  the  High 
Holy-days.  All  study  is  in  English  and 
everyone  is  welcome. 


I  was  fascinated  by  a  study  I  made  re¬ 
cently  of  Passover  seder  melodies  that 
had  been  compiled  from  communities  in 
many  parts  of  the  world.  There  is  an  abun¬ 
dance  of  tunes  for  the  same  texts  and  yet 
a  surprisingly  large  number  of  them  are 
similar  to  one  another,  or  have  recurring 
melodic  sections  in  common. 

This  is  to  be  expected  inasmuch  as 
seder  music  is  primarily  folk  music,  and 
the  interchanging  of  melodic  motifs  is 
thus  natural.  Nonetheless,  some  of  these 
characteristics  might  imply  earlier  origins 
than  we  generally  ascribe,  with  some 
melodies  dating  back  to  the  Middle  Ages. 

One  should  feel  free  to  chant  or  sing  the 
Haggadah  as  one  wishes,  for  there  are  no 
set  nusach  traditions  for  the  seder  liturgy 
as  are  found  in  synagogue  prayer  services. 
This  is  because  the  seder  is  a  home  cere¬ 
mony  in  which  all  the  family  is  encouraged 
to  contribute  and  participate,  regardless 
of  age,  knowledge,  or  experience.

Forbidden  Foods 

Certain  foods  are  forbidden  to  be  used 
on  Passover.  They  include  those  foods  pre¬ 
pared  from  five  species  of  grain  —  wheat, 
barley,  oats,  spelt  and  rye  —  that  has  been 
allowed  to  leaven.  Any  food  containing 
even  a  minute  amount  of  this  leavened 
grain  is  forbidden  on  Passover.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  rice,  millet,  corn,  peas  and  beans 
have  been  added  to  the  list  of  prohibited 
foods  by  the  Rabbis. 

Therefore,  bread,  cake,  cookies  and 
crackers  are  prohibited,  as  well  as  cereals 
made  from  these  grains.  Alcoholic  bever¬ 
ages  (including  wines)  are  forbidden  as 
well,  unless  they  are  certified  Kosher  for 
Passover.  Since  all  mixtures  of  leavened 
or  fermented  grains  are  prohibited,  foods 
such  as  candies  and  soft  drinks  must  con¬ 
tain  a  Kosher  for  Passover  certification  to 
be  allowable  on  Passover.  Commercially 
produced  cakes,  cookies  and  mixes  which 
are  certified  for  Passover  by  Rabbinical 
authority  are  permissible. 

Permitted  Foods 

Permitted  without  a  Kosher  for  Pass- 
over  label:  fruits  and  vegetables  (except 
for  those  mentioned  above)  in  both  their 
natural  and  frozen  states.  String  beans  are 
permitted.  Coffee,  sugar,  tea,  salt,  pepper 
and  garlic  are  permitted  without  a  special 
label,  provided  no  other  ingredient  has 
been  added  to  them. 

Dishes  and  Utensils 

Only  dishes  and  utensils  specially  re¬ 
served  for  Passover  should  be  used.  It  is 
possible,  however,  to  kosher  utensils  made 
wholly  of  metal  and  which  are  used  during 
the  year  by  thoroughly  scouring  and  then 
immersing  them  in  boiling  water.  All  table 
glassware  is  permitted  after  thorough 
scouring. 

Pots  and  pans  made  wholly  of  metal 
which  are  used  for  cooking  (though  not 
for  baking)  may  be  koshered  by  being 
thoroughly  washed  and  then  immersed 
in  boiling  water.  Vessels  made  wholly  of 
metal  but  used  for  broiling  may  be  kosh¬ 
ered  by  scouring  and  then  heating  until 
they  are  red  hot. 

All  utensils  used  for  baking  during  the 
year  cannot  be  used  for  Passover.  Earthen¬ 
ware,  enamelware  and  porcelain  utensils 
used  during  the  year  may  not  be  used 
during  Passover.
